Madrid, May 12. Fhe King fignified his 
Pleafure to the Principality of Afturia, that 
he expected they fhould raife at their own 
Expence a Regiment of 600 Men, according 
to the Example of other. Provinces ; But the 
fuid Principality of Afturia pleaded inability, 
and defir'd to be excus'd. Advice is come to 
Court by an Exprefs from the Governour of 
Cadix, that there is an Infurre@tion at Baxa 
in Andaloufia., on occafion of the levying of 
Men by Force to ferve His Majefty. -That 
the People of that City have kill’d the Corre- 
gidor, the Alcaide, and other Officers. And 
that the Governour of Cadix. has been oblig’d 
to fend 600 Men Horfe and Foot to quiet this 
Commotion. The Decay of Trade, . and 
other Calamities occafion’d by the prefent 
War, have occafion’d a General Murmuring 
throughout the Kingdom. Particularly the 
People as well as the Court are extremely 
concern’d at the Prohibition that is intended 
in Holland of all Commerce and Correfpon- 
dence between the Dutch and Spaniards. 
We begin to fufpeé the King of Portugal is 
in the Intereft of the Enemy.

‘ The States General of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands to all who fhall 
fee thefe Preferts Greeting. We havin 
judg’d it expedient for the Good of thefe . 
Provinces, to put a ftop to all Commerce 
with the Countries under the Dominion 
of France and Spain; have accordingly 
thought fit to order and decree, and 
thefe do order and decree, that 
our Subjeéts who after the Firft of June in 
the prefent Year 1703, fhall be difcover’d 
to convey or fend from thefe Provinces 
into any Town or Place belonging to the 
Kings of France or Spain, any fort of 
* Merchandize or Goods, without Excep- 
* tion, either by Sea or Land ; As alfo that 
* our Subjeéts, who after the faid Firft of 
* June, fhall fend for, bring, or receive any 
* Merchandize or Effects of any fore what- 
* foever, none excepted, fromany Place fub- 
ject to the Kings of France or Spain; fhall 
* incur the Confifcation of the faid Goods, 
* and pay a Fine of four timesthe Value, be- 
* fides the Ship, &c. which fhall carry thofe 
* Goods ; and in cafethe Offenders are not

© able to paythe faid Fines, Corporal Py- 


* nifhment fhall be infli@ed on them, accord- 
* ing as the Judge before whom the Caufe is 
ery'd appoint ; the leaft Punifhment 
‘ fhall be publick Whipping. The Fines 
* fhall be diftributed, a third to the Informer, 
“athird to the Officers of the Court in 
‘ whichthe Caufe is try’d, and the other 
* third to the Publick Treafury to be employ- 
© edin the War, &c. 


Kinfale, May 23. This Morning came in here Her 
Majefty’s Ship the Rye Galley, from convoying feve- 
ral outward bound Ships to the Weftward. This 
Evening came in the Peace of and for Rotterdam, 
laden with Tallow and Hides from Cork. 

Shields, May 29. Yefterday came into the Roads 
about 50 Sail of Light Colliers from London, under 
Convoy of Her Majefty’s Ship the Dartmouth, and 
another Man of War ; the latter of which is fail’d 
with fome Veffels for Leith Road, but the former 
will ftay fome days at the Bar, in which time there 
will be a Fleet of about 80 Sail laden for London, 
which ’tis likely will venture to fail under her Con- 
voy for the Southward. There are about 11 or 12 
Sail of. Veffels firting up for Ruffia, and feveral 
Ships for the Eaft-Country are now waiting for 
Convoy.
